called, were shot. These are only the 
first, it is said, of many who are to 
be slain during the next 48 hours 
General Villa is keeping the oats he 
took at Chihuahua, that he would! 
kill every federal officer and “col-! 
orado” captured. 
W ith the cavalry of Villa’s army in 
close pursuit, General Luis Medina 
Barron and the most of his afmy are

Calientes.

Tho first story is that Jesuits in 
the early days of the west. French 
missionaries to the Indians, erected 
a great cedar cross here, at a point 
near the hanks of the river, where 
it would he plainly visible to pass­ 
ing boats. 
The cross carried, just 
below the cross-piece, a crucifix, pro. 
tooted from the weather by a pane of 
glass fastened with sealing wax. The 
place where the cross was pianic^ 


is not stated, nor is the date of its 
planting or the name of the mission­ 
ary who set it available. The story, 
however, has 
been 
confirmed 
by 
Henry B. Coons, Potosi; and Samuel 
S. Tippets, Tippets Landing. 
Another 
theory 
that 
deserves 
credence is that the name was given 
to this locality from the 
fact 
tnai 
the joining of the La Crosse 
and 
Hoot rivers with the Mississippi 
to 
the north and south of the 
town 
bears a rough likeness 
to 
a cross. 
The likeness is far fetched, but it 
is highly 
probable, that the early 
French settlers 
may

struck by this apparent symbol, and 
named the prairie after it. It is al­ 
so suggested that at La Crosse was 
a ford that was much used

Indians, and that the district may 
have been named from this. 
The First Record 
The first record that can ne found 
of the locality dates 
from 
18or», 
when Mayor Z. M. P. Pike stopped 
for a few days at what he railed 
“ Prairie de la Crosse’1 on 
his ex- 
depition to discover the 
source or 
the Mississippi river. 
The 
next 
mention that can be found is an ob­ 
servation in the records of a jo u r­ 
ney made 
by 
Lieutenant 
Martin 
Scott and his troop in I £23 to St. 
Peters river.

Homecoming week will serve to 
Impress upon visitors, former resi­ 
dents in particular, the rapid and 
steady growth of La Crosse in busi­ 
ness lines. 
Not the least of the out­ 
ward indications of prosperity is the 
success of the banks of the city. In 
this connection a brief resume of the 
history of banking in La Crosse may j 
be of special interest. 
In compiling the information here 
given the writer has 
drawn 
upon 
such works as “ Memoirs of Lacrosse 
County,” edited by Benjamin F. Bry­ 
ant for the Western Historical asso­ 
ciation, and “ The History

John VT. Levy, deceased, once m ar.
